at the ratification meeting in San Francisco 


on Saturday.

to be in- 


vited to take such a prominent 
part in party affairs. 
The 


Lincoln-Roosevelt 
faction wanted him to speak, certainly not 


because of the stalwart brand of his partyism, but because of 
his active support of the efforts ofthe disgruntled wing to get 
control of the party's affairs. 
His backing 
came 
from the 


graft prosecution gang, and while this is not to his discredit, 
itaffords no reason why one of heretofore 
democratic affilia- 


tion should be thrust to the foreground iv the 
republican 


campaign, 
especially when his efforts have so far been di- 


rected toward creating dissension in party rather than other- 
wise. 
But Heney was given an opportunity to air his repub- 


licanism at the ratification meeting in Stockton 
the other 


night. 
He took occasion 
to explain hia change 
of front 


politically in the following language, 
as reported in the local 


papers: 


For 20 years after the civilwar the 'bloody flag' 


was waved by all republican 
campaign 
orators. It 


seemed that the strife would never end if the poli- 
ticians could get into office by continuing it. Ifelt 
that there 
was no reason 
why the south 
and the 


north should not be united.' I 
had confidence enough 
in the people to feel that the union would j,be pre- 
" served. Iwas convinced 
that the best way to unite 


the country for evermore 
was to elect 
a democratic 


president, thereby convincing the skeptical ones that 
the war was over, and that all sections were loyal to 
the flag. Iurged Cleveland's election, and 
his ad- 


> ministration proved that the war had ceased. 
Since 


the reasons Ihad 
for following the democracy have 


ceased lam no longer a democrat. 
lam a Roose- 


velt republican. 


Such 
so-called 
reasons 
are unworthy the intellect of a 


schoolboy. 
There is a'woful absence of reason in the 
state- 


ment, and ifhe had left it unsaid thinking republicans would 
have conceived a much better 
explanation of his change of 


political base than the one invented for the occasion- by him- 
self. 
Indeed, the statement 
carries its own refutation. 
The 


war has been over for more than 43 years, and the flaunting 
ofthe gory flag has ceased for more than 20 years, according 
to his own admission. 
Itdoes not appear 
that 
Heuey ever 


posed as a defender 
of the republican 
faith until within the 


past few months. 
Are we to infer that ittook him all these 


years to make up his mind to break 
loose from his former 


political moorings. 
It is noticeable that he 
was 
not geared 


up to the change-about 
point until after his appointment 
to a 


lucrative position as public prosecutor under the present re- 
publican administration. 
Furthermore, 
the fact that, since 


he became a Roosevelt republican —whatever that may mean 
—his efforts have been directed toward factional strife in the 
party of his long-delayed adoption, does not tend 
to inspire 


the confidence ofthe masses of republicans in the sincerity of 
his devotion to his newly-found party. 
He stayed 
withthe 


democrats, he says, because 
the republicans failed to forget 


the issues 
involved in, and growing out of, the mighty 


struggle for the preservation 
of the union 
as quickly as his 


peace-loving 
spirit believed 
they should 
have 
done. 
As a 


democrat he was a waver of the olive branch. 
As a republi- 


can he has been a persistent 
advocate 
of war, taking advan- 


tage of every opportunity to fan the flames of dissension and 
factional warfare within the 
republican camp. 
He seems 
to 


be a Roosevelt-leaguer 
for the purpose 
of trying to unseat 


the republican regulars from the control of the party organi- 
zation in this state, and that 
too when the party managers 


have thus far inthis canvass 
evinced 
a disposition 
to avoid 


any cause 
for discontent by a liberal and conciliatory course. 


We can admire tried and true party men who from unselfish 
motives work for reform within the party lines. 
But when a 


democrat flops into the camp 
under the plea of reformation, 


that is quite another thing.

Socialism would give to enoti an equal 
right to take; 
republicanism 
would 
giv e to each an equal right to earn. 
Socialism would offer an equali ty of 
possession which would anon leave no 
one anything to possess; repu bli can ­ 
ism would give equality of opportun­ 
ity whirh would assure to each Ills 
Mirto of a constantly increasing sum 
uf possessions. 
In line 
with this 
policy, the democratic pnity of today 
bolleros in government 
ownership, 
while the republican 
party 
believes 
In government regulation; 
ultim a te­ 
ly, democracy would have the nation 
ow n tho peoplo, 
while republicanism 
would 
havo 
the 
peoplo 
owu the 
nation. 
Upon tliis platform of p rin cip le and 
purpose, reaffirming 
our 
adherenoo 
t o every 
reasonable 
do c tr ine pro­ 
cla imed since the birth of th e party,

O ne of the serious dangers of m in­ 
ing is the failure of the detonator to 
explode the blasting charge. T he un- 
Hrod charge is then left In the rock, 
and lit some later 
tirjie, on being 
stru ck by n miner’s tool, it explodes, 
k illin g or injuring tlio minor and any 
o th er persons near. 
A new safety 
cartridge is designed to prevent suc.li 
accidents. A needle is fitted to a 
tu b e in one end, and after tlio hole 
is rammed this needle is withdaw n 
an d the detonator is inserted in its 
placo, tlio charge being then Bred 
electrically in the usual way. 
When 
a cartridge tails to explode, it is not 
left 
ill the rock. 
The im perfect 
detonator is withdrawn, a new one is 
inserted in its place, and the charge 
is 
then fired. 
Though specially 
ad apted for coal mining, this inven] 
tio u is expected to be a valuable 
safeguard in general blasting opera­ 
tions. 
indu strial power from dorm ant vol­ 
canoes is bolieved by an italiau 
engineer to be a simple and practical 
m attor, wliich ho expects to under­ 
take on a large scale. 
Be has made 
prolonged and careful observations 
of solfataras, and has found th a t the 
steam , lias varied but very slightly in 
quaD tity during a period of ten years 
or more, and has scarcely changed in 
tem perature. 
The steam rises to 
tieigbts of 30 to 80 teet, the tem pera 
tu ro ranging from 250 degrees to 280 
degrees F. 
The rainfall of the continents, after 
Jong collecting of records, has been 
estim ated to average 30 inches a year. 
O ceau measurements are 
difficult, 
b u t after considering all know n facts, 
F’ritscho has now concluded th a t the 
en tire earth’s suriace 
has a mean 
an nual rainfall of 30 inches. 
This 
m eans a total fall of 883 m illion 
m etric tons of water every m inute. 
M odern industry depends 
upon 
science to a degree that is n o t easy to 
estim ate, but a suggestive h in t was 
given in a recent address by C. E. 
Skinner, of the research departm ent 
of the WestiugbouHO E lectric aud 
M anufacturing Company. 
The in­ 
vestigation of the properties 
of 
m aterials is probably the m ost im ­ 
portan t commercial research. 
A 
largo factory uses a great variety of 
m aterials, the classes em ployed by 
the Westinghouse Coiupauy exceeding 
500, and the entire resources of 
physics aud chemistry are drawn 
upon to show what they will do. 
New tests are often devised to deter­ 
m ine special properties, as in the 
cases of metallic filament lam ps and 
alloy steels. Other scientific research 
of importance is that applied to de­ 
veloping processes of m anufacture 
aud new compositions for special 
work, studying the physical laws— 
aside from the properties of m aterials 
—connected with designs, th e testing 
ot machines, aud the exum iuutiou of 
reputed inventions. 
Eor live years a tabulated record of 
the colors of ligbtuiug has been kept 
at Epsom, Eng., by Spencer C 
R ussell, aud he has made 57 obser­ 
vations of 
forkod 
ligbtuiug in 
thunderstorm s and 78 observations of 
sheet lightning. 
Great diversity in 
color has been shown. Red has beeu 
com m onest in forked lightning, with 
blue closely following, au d orange 
aud green least frequent, aud white 
is seen oftenest insheet lighting, red 
au d 
yellow 
coming next. 
iriuil 
usually comes iu u thunderstorm 
w ith blue lightning. 
The color of the hair, eyes and skin 
is measured by a new instrum en t—a 
simplified Lovibond tintom eter—de­ 
vised by J. Gray. The observer looks 
a t the object under test through a 
tube, 
aud 
interposes 
L o v ib o n d ’s 
staudurd color glasses iu fro u t of a 
white Burfuoe at one side ot the aper- 
turo until the glasses transm it a 
color exactly corrspouding to thut of 
th e hair, eyes or skiu. 
T he exact 
com position of the color iu then ob­ 
tained from the 
readings on the 
standard glasses. 
The war ugHiust ruts is beiug wuged 
vigorously iu Great B ritaiu, where 
th e annual damage they cause iu vari­ 
ously estimated at am ounts ranging 
from ten to fifteen m illion pounds 
steiliug. 
Petatees iufected with u 
tasteless germ are placed within 
reuch, and this germ—harm less to 
m au—is expected tu cause a rapid de­ 
crease of the rodeuts by spreadiug a 
fatal disease amoug them . 
As a 
further step the society to r the de­ 
struction of vermin seeks tu set a 
price on the animals’ heads, having 
offered a prize of ten guineas uud a 
diplom a fur the best m ethod of m ak­ 


ing rat-sldns com m ercially useful. 
Taking the London and India docks 
aa an example ot th e seriousness of 
the plague, it la stated that each of 
the 27 sheds stands on an acre of 
ground and is estim ated to harbor 
2,(MX) rats under its Honra making n 
total rodent population of 54,000 for 
these donks. Each ra t is charged with 
damage of at least, a farthing a day, 
giving a total yearly loss of more 
than ten thousand pounds. 
A novel device for measuring the 
hardness of m etals is called the 
sclerosccpe by A lbort F. -Shore and 
Dr. Paul Hotould, its inventors. 
A 
steel ball weighing 40 grnlns, made 
extremely hard by a special process, 
is enclosed In n glass tube, and tho 
hnrdneRs is Indicated by tlio rebound 
as the ball is dropped on tho metal 
under tost. 
A scale measures the 
height of rebound. On this scale 100 
is the nvorage hardness for carbon 
steel, and proves to bn the safety 
limit for ateol tools after reheating 
and tempering. 
T'bo instrument is 
valuable in uiaking tools of standard 
hardness, 
Lead-wool consists of pure lend cut 
into line strips by machinery, and is 
put up iu pound-skeina of yard-long 
threads. 
For m aking tight joints it 
is simply laid iu tho joint socket and 
pounded iu with a caulking tool, it 
welds into a solid mass, filling every 
interstice, aud it ensures more thor­ 
ough work than results i'rem UBing 
molten load.

James Schoolcraft Sherman of Utica, New Y ork, was nom­ 
inated for vice-president on the first ballot at the Chicago 
convention. 
The selection is regarded as the best possible, 
aud w ill undoubtedly add great strength to the ticket, par- 
ticu laily in the pivotal state of New York, with 39 votes in 
the electoral college. 
The republican nominee for vice president is the present 
representative in congress from the twenty-seventh district of 
New Y ork, comprising the counties of Herkim er and Oneida. 
He was born in Utica, N. Y ., October 24, 1S55; 
received an 
academic and collegiate education, graduating from Hamilton 
college in the class of 1878; was admitted to the bar in 1880; 
is a practicing lawyer, also president of the Utica trust and 
deposit company, and president of the New Hartford canning 
company; 
has served in the following public 
positions: 
mayor of Utica, 1884; delegate to the republican national 
convention in 1S92; chairm an of New York state republican 
convention in 1S95 aud again in 1900; was chairman of the 
national republican congressional committee in 
1906; 
was 
elected to the 50th, 51st, 53d, 54th, 55th, 56th, 57th and 58th 
congresses, and reelected to the 59th congress, receiving 
26,657 votes, to 20,892 for W. H . Squires, democrat, 552 for 
F. M. Hum astin. socialist democrat, and 830 for F . O. Harter, 
prohibitionist. 
Reelected to the 60th congress over his op­ 
ponent 011 the democratic, independence league and labor 
ticket by a majority of 4490. 


Since his nomination the candidate has suffered an acute 
attack of sickness, while on a visit to Ohio. 
D uring the 
week his condition at one time was deemed critical. 
He is 
still very ill, but it is believed the dauger point has been 
passed, aud that he will rapidly improve from now on. 


Some officials seem to have loose ideas concerning the ob­ 
ligation of a public contract. 
In the city government of 
Jacksou this disregard of a legal obligation on the part of 
the officials has been exemplied more than once. 
And the 
worst feature about it is that the violation has been perpet­ 
rated w ilfu lly and designedly. 
Two or three mouths ago 
the contract for doing the city printing was awarded to the 
Ledger, as the lowest bidder. 
The Dispatch, owned then as 
now by one of the city trustees, was the defeated bidder, bid­ 
ding in face of the express provisiou of law that no trustee 
shall be interested, directly or indirectly, in any city con­ 
tract. 
T he ink had barely dried on the minutes awarding 
the printing contract to the Ledger, when an order for elec­ 
tion printing was sent to a prin t shop not only outside of the 
city but beyond the limits of the county. 
T his was a viola­ 
tion not alone of the letter of the law, but also of the world­ 
wide duty of loyalty to home enterprise. 
A t the present 
time another example of this spirit is being paraded before 
the people. 
Printed notices are posted up around town bear­ 
ing the im print of the Dispatch office, in which George M. 
Huberty, as city marshal, notifies owners of dogs to pay the 
dog tax 011 or before June 15. 
T h is is a small matter, it is 
true. 
Probably it was thought so small a piece of graft that 
it would pass muster unuoticed. 
However that may be, it 
constitutes the most barefaced violation of the law and the! 
printing contract that has yet occurred. 
Posters are among 
the items expressly mentioned in the schedule of articles 
upon which the printing contract was awarded to the Ledger, 
V irtually this action amounts to this so far as the official 
ordering and the disqualified printer doing the work are con­ 
cerned: “ W e don’t care what the law says, neither do we 
care what contracts are entered into by the city on the lowest 
bid system; we claim the right to use the public patronage 
for the benefit of our political favorites, and for the upbuild­ 
ing of our political machine.” 
The scheme is a bold one, 
but perilous. 
We shall see how it will pan out.
